Henry Walter Allen enlisted in the 1st AIF on the 28th August 1916 and given the service number 661. On 
his enlistment papers he gave his age as 19 years 5 months, born in New South Wales. His next of kin was 
his father Henry Allen of Woolgoolga N His occupation was labourer. His parents would have had to 
consent to this enlistment due to his age. 


He then commenced his basic training and onto machine gun training at the depot at Seymour in the 9th 
Machine Gun Company 11th Reinforcements.. 


Henry left from Melbourne, Victoria, on board HMAT A29 Suevic on 21 June 1917 arriving on the at 
Liverpool England 24th August 1917. Here is was transferred to the 33rd Battalion, 9th Brigade of the 3rd 
Division. 


On the 27th December 1917 he was sent to France, and joined the 33 Battalion on the 30th December 1917. 


Henry's battalion was employed in holding the front line, a duty which caused them to be constantly under 
artillery and enemy fire ensuring the line held. On the 30th March 1918 Henry was wounded with a 
gunshot wound to the left hand. After receiving treatment in France he was evacuated to England for 
further treatment. 


Henry returned to France on the 5th August 1918 and rejoined his unit on the 13th of that month. The 
33rd Battalion fought at the battle of Amiens from the 8th August, during the rapid advance that followed, 
and in the major operation that breached the Hindenberg Line at the end of September, thus sealing 
Germany's defeat. 


The 33rd Battalion disbanded in May 1919. 


Henry was returned to Australia on the transport "Zealandia" arriving home on the 7th June 1919. He was 
discharged from the army on the 28th August 1919 and later issued with the following service medals: 
British War Medal, and the Victory Medal. 


With the outbreak of WW2 Henry again enlisted, in the Citizens Military Forces (CMF) later known as 

the Militia, on the 26th August 1940. He gave his address at the time as North Sydney and his next of kin is 
[Dpptian Allen. (To date I have been unable to identify this person). He was given the service number of 

IN78582. He was posted to the army's 7th Military District A/C Office. This was based in Darwin in the 

Northern Territory. This organisation was responsible for the defence of the whole of the Northern 

Territory.

Henry was discharged from the army on the 25th July 1942. There is no reason stated on his files however 


around this time the CMF was amalgamated into the AIF for the defence of Australia and required service 
in New Guinea and the islands to the north of Australia. 


On the 16th March 1944 Henry wrote to the government requesting a replacement for his "Active Service 
Badge". In the Statuary Declaration he gave his address at that time as C/- "Devon Lodge" Mittagong. He 
stated he had lost his original badge while fighting a bush fire in Victoria in 1921. It was replaced for the 


cost of one shilling. |

John Edward Allen enlisted in the RAAF in WW2 on the 13th May 1940. His registered number was 
20029. He enlisted at Grafton NSW and listered a Nancy Allen as his nest of kin. He was discharged on the 
16th June 1945 with the rank of Leading Aircraftsman and his unit on discharge was the 7th Aircraft 
Depot. at Tocumwal NSW. It was previously based at Corowa NSW.
